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Fears for 
trade as 
vital work 
under way 

TRAFFIC CONGESTION 
hit Oswestry on Monday 
with the start of three weeks 
of roadworks on one of the 
town’s busiest streets. 

Traders were bracing 
themselves for a drop in tak¬ 
ings after major gas works 
started, closing Willow 
Street. 

The vital mains gas 
replacement work by Wales 
and West Utilities is 
expected to close the street 
for up to three weeks. 

Oswestry Chamber of 
Commerce chairman Martin 
Anderson says the work, 
although essential, will 
“clearly be disruptive” and 
the body has offered to act as 
a “communication channel” 
to keep traders up to date 
with the progress of the proj¬ 
ect, which is expected to hit 
Oswestry until the end of 
March. 

He said: “The company 
have stated that they will try 
to minimise disruption and 
will do their best to keep all 
informed of any significant 
events during the course of 
the work. 

“The Oswestry Chamber 
of Commerce have offered to 
assist by posting regular 
updates on our website, and 
also by acting as a communi¬ 
cation channel to forward 
issues of concern, if desired, 
for businesses that may be 
affected during this period.” 

A Wales and West Utilities 
spokeswoman said a sepa¬ 
rate scheme had started in 
College Road as well. 

She said: “We have 
planned to carry out the two 
schemes consecutively to 
minimise the long term dis¬ 
ruption for Oswestry.”

NEW DAEA CENTRE 
IN 100 JOBS HOPE 


PLANS ANNOUNCED today will put Oswestry at the forefront of the 
country’s efforts to tackle climate change and bring 100 jobs to the 
town. 

Moves to develop the National Renewable Energy Data Centre (nRED) in Oswestry were 
announced by a group of businesses led by Mike Harris, a local telecoms entrepreneur. 

The company’s aim is to be the national source of independent, quality data on all renew¬ 
able energy systems owned by local authorities and corporate businesses as they try to meet 
demanding carbon reduction targets. 

“Proposals to develop the national centre in Oswestry arose from discussions with local 
farmers who were concerned to have every detail of the energy generated by their solar

“Advanced microelectronics and comput¬ 
ing technologies will connect the nRED 
facility with renewable energy systems 
across Britain, tracking and analysing 
every aspect of their operation. 

“Starting with the thousands of solar pv 
systems that are poorly measured, our aim 
is to be the national source of independent, 
quality data on all renewable energy sys¬ 
tems.” 

Performance 

Mr Harris explained that advanced 
telemetry will capture data constantly, so 
every element of performance can be mon¬ 
itored, analysed and reported. 

He said: “The slightest dip will be spot¬ 
ted by our computers and automatic alerts 
will be sent to specialist technicians living 
within 40km of the installation. 

“Private sector solar energy pro¬ 
grammes in the area and plans by Shrop¬ 
shire Council and public sector partners to 
boost solar energy use with up to £170m 
investment provide an ideal background 
for the new facility. 

“This should ensure the development of 
training, jobs and businesses across the 
renewable energy sector, with Oswestry 
leading the way.” 

The nRED centre will boost jobs in the 
area by employing its own staff and by 
training specialists to provide support serv¬ 
ices to renewable energy system owners. 

At full strength, up to 100 jobs would be 
created and a similar number among sup¬ 
port service businesses in the area. Recruit¬ 
ment is expected to start in May. 

Hollis House on the Mile Oak Industrial 
Estate will be the base for data manage¬ 
ment operations and for education and 
training programmes. These will include 
opportunities for local people to study for 
degrees in renewable energy technologies.

PLANS HAVE been lodged for an affordable housing devel¬ 
opment near Oswestry aimed at getting families on the 
property ladder. 

A total of 13 homes have been earmarked for land at Wil- 
lowbank, Upper Hengoed, with eight of them being afford¬ 
able. 

The application by Mr and Mrs J McNally has already 
won the support of Severnside Housing and is an ‘excellent 
opportunity to provide affordable housing’, papers submit¬ 
ted to Shropshire Council say. 

A planning statement in support of the outline applica¬ 
tion said the move backed Selattyn and Gobowen Parish 
Council’s calls to bring more small-scale affordable housing 
to Hengoed and Selattyn, as well as play facilities and local 
employment opportunities. 

The statement added: “The affordable housing contribu¬ 
tion of 13 per cent required under current policy has been 
exceeded with this proposal providing 62 per cent - eight 
affordable and five open market. 

“Severnside Housing has also identified a need for afford¬ 
able housing in the parish, expressing an interest in this site 
and supporting the proposal. 

“An area on the eastern side of the site has been allocated 
for play/open space provision and can provide facilities as 
required by the parish council. 

“The five open-market dwellings will be designed to cater 
for a variety of occupants. 

Shropshire Council hopes to make a decision about the 
bid by March 23.

Town store wins 
appeal over signs 

OSWESTRY’S Wilkinsons 
store will not have to take 
down its shop signs after 
winning an appeal. 

The store in New Street 
was refused retrospective 
permission for two illumi¬ 
nated signs and three non- 
illuminated signs. But at a 
recent inquiry, planning 
inspector, Kay Sheffield, 
allowed the appeal. 

Shropshire Council had 
refused planning permis¬ 
sion because the store is 
within the Oswestry Town 
Conservation Area. 

The planning inspector 
said that while projecting 
or hanging signs were not 
common in New Street, 
they were not an alien fea¬ 
ture in the town centre. 

“The size and detail of 
the signage would not look 
incongruous on the prop¬ 
erty and while it may not 
enhance the Conservation 
Area I do not consider that 
it causes harm to the char¬ 
acter or appearance of the 
Conservation Area,” the 
report says.

Mr Goldsmith said: “We want to say a big 
thank you to everybody for the support they 
give. We do recognise there are a lot of 
requests from charities asking for money, 
We have very, very loyal supporters and we 
are grateful.” 

The charity collections at Theatre Severn 
were the brainchild of actor Brad Fitt, who 
played Widow Twankey. He described the 
£3,314 raised as an ‘amazing’ effort.

Who are we meant to believe? 


DESPITE THE risk of becoming a bore I’m 
about to have another rant about the most recent 
revelations from yet another health survey. 

This time researchers at the St George’s Uni¬ 
versity of London tell us that aspirin, previously 
hailed as a ‘wonder drug’, could be doing us more 
harm than good. 

Recently experts called for everyone over the 
age of 45 to take a daily dose of aspirin because it 
can reduce the risk of a heart attack or stroke and 
prevent some cancers. 

Now a study of 100,000 healthy people who 
have taken aspirin found the drug reduced the 
risk of heart attacks by about 10 per cent while 
the risk of ‘non-trivial’ bleeding rose by a third. 

The findings suggest that, while one heart 
attack or stroke was averted for every 120 people 
treated with aspirin over a six-year period, one in 
73 people suffered potentially significant bleed¬ 
ing. Who should we believe? Who should we lis¬ 
ten to? Why bother listening at all? 

What annoys me is that the media industry I 
work in continues to give coverage on a daily

basis to the results of survey after survey about 
what is good or bad for our health. And what wor¬ 
ries me is that not everyone is not as suspicious as 
me. Some people who depend on aspirin will now 
stop taking them and the consequences could be 
devastating.

Investment is needed to save the NHS 


ANDREW Lansley and his Coalition 
government did not invent GP com¬ 
missioning and Private Health Care 
providers, the Labour Party owns 
this. 

However, there is a clear difference 
between the Labour promises and the 
Health and Social Care Bill. 

This ill-thought out bill is not about 
patient choice, modern day expecta¬ 
tions, nor patient care. 

This bill is pure, unadulterated 
political dogma. 

Within days of publication of the 
White Paper condemnation was 
heaped upon it by health profession¬ 
als. The first industrial action by Uni¬ 
son for 30 years concluded the revolt. 


This bill ignores failing hospitals 
and doesn’t address the shocking 
standards of nursing care in some of 
our institutions. 

Every day we read story after story 
of failing standards. 

We have all been led to believe that 
‘ring fencing’ the NHS budget will 
mean no cuts. However, the growing 
demand for healthcare coupled with a 
deep recession, an ageing population 
and costs outstripping investment can 
only mean that cuts are inevitable. 

Clinical staff already work excep¬ 
tionally long hours and routinely deal 
with shortages of equipment, medical 
records and bureaucratic systems. 

For those whose day to day life 


resolves round the NHS reform and 
reorganisation it is something 
accepted as part for the job. 

The danger is that in years to come 
the gap between the best and the 
worst will be huge, and the return to 
the postcode lottery will be inevitable 
and reforms intended to make it eas¬ 
ier for patient choice will only com¬ 
pound the situation. 

With NHS budgets remaining 
largely unchanged in the next five 
years, enlightened managers will use 
the financial pressures to implement 
reforms, but just watch the waiting 
lists.

WELSHPOOL 


Railway is 
ordered to 
replace all 
old barriers 


THE WELSHPOOL and Llanfair Light Railway 
needs to raise £100,000 to install automatic 
barriers following a health and safety probe. 

The Railway (W&LLR) has been told it must 
replace manned crossings with the barriers following 
an investigation of the line’s crossing procedures by 
the Office of the Rail Reg- ■ by Graham Breeze 
ulator (ORR). 


And bosses have been told 
if the barriers are not in 
place by the end of this year, 
the railway could be pre¬ 
vented from running across 
roads. 

It follows an incident in 
September 2010, when a car 
ran into the side of a train on 
a private crossing just out¬ 
side Welshpool. 

While the railway was 
completely absolved from 
any responsibility for the 
incident, it sparked a review 
by the ORR into the line’s 
level crossings. 

It concluded that at three 
crossings the line’s current 
procedures were unaccept¬ 
able. 

A spokesman for the rail¬ 
way said they were in the 
process of launching a 


fundraising appeal to find 
the cash. 

He said: “We have obvi¬ 
ously been made aware of 
what needs to be done to 
improve the health and 
safety of the light railway 
and are currently looking to 
find what will need to be 
done to improve the level 
crossings.” 

The line, which opened in 
1903, runs from Welshpool 
for nearly nine miles via 
Castle Caereinion to Llan¬ 
fair Caereinion. 

Originally, trains hauled 
freight and passengers 
through the streets of 
Welshpool but the line closed 
in 1956. Re-opened by 
reservationists in 1963 it 
as become a popular tourist 
attraction.

“So we had to get other people to go back 
and have a look at why the decision to have 
this particular system was made. 

“I am not convinced it is the best system 
for Welshpool and I believe it’s causing a 
lot of problems.”

Advice is 
available 
on how to 
stay warm 

A VOLUNTEER group in 
Oswestry is warning elderly 
residents to keep warm over 
the remaining winter 
months. 

Osyteers, a group formed 
to be a helping hand to the 
people of Oswestry, say the 
elderly are the most vulner¬ 
able in the community and 
has created a list to advise 
them how to keep their 
homes warm. 

Mike Lade, from the 
group, said: “Keeping warm 
over the winter months can 
help prevent colds, flu or 
more serious health prob¬ 
lems like pneumonia. 

“Officials figures show 
there were an estimated 
25,700 excess winter deaths 
in England and Wales in 
2010/11.That’s virtually 
unchanged from the year 
before. 

“There are some simple 
things you can do to keep 
warm, stay healthy and 
make the best use of your 
heating at home.” 

He said during the day 
people should heat their

Crackdown on 
illegal parkers 

MOTORISTS CAN expect tougher parking 
restrictions in Oswestry after the town 
council came under fire for not issuing 
enough tickets. 

Inspectors voiced concerns about the 
number of Excess Charge Notices (ECN) 
Oswestry Town Council was issuing because 
levels were below the national average. 

A report went before councillors last night 
stressing the town council was following a 
‘full enforcement policy’ on the three car 
parks it runs against non payers despite the 
relatively low levels of excess charge notices. 

Council finance officer Roger Dyke said in 
his report councillors should take particular 
note of the Excess Charge Notices per ticket 
statistics which shows how many notices 
were given as a percentage of all parking 
tickets bought. 

He said: “This was highlighted by the Best 
Value Inspector as an area of concern due to 
the fact that Oswestry was ‘bottom’ of the 
league of authorities consulted. 


Now town councillor Steve Haworth has 
suggested the money tied to the develop¬ 
ment could be used to turn one of the town’s 
central areas into an attraction to draw in 
more tourists. 

Councillor Haworth said: “I consider the 
Bailey Head to be architecturally about the 
best place Oswestry has got. 

“It could be improved considerably from 
its current situation and I would like to see 
a statue, a water fountain or both in the 
middle.” 

Statue 

Councillor Haworth suggested the money 
could help with making the area a place to 
hold festivals, art exhibitions and other 
such activities. 

He said: “I would like to explore all the 
options there are with qualified people but 
whatever happens I would like to see that 
fantastic open space for artwork. The mar¬ 
ket square is being revamped and the Guild¬ 
hall is a fantastic looking building. That 
space needs a central statue.” 

He said with the Diamond Jubilee cele¬ 
brations coming up this could be the ideal 
time to start thinking about a revamp. 

He said although the council had not yet 
officially got the money it was good to start 
to think of ways to spend it to help promote 
the town. 

“The windfall money is a big responsibil¬ 
ity for the council to spend in a profitable 
way for the people of Oswestry,” he added.

New beginnings for parish 


“THERE’S ALWAYS time to make new beginnings,” said Sarah Bur¬ 
ton, the new rector of three churches in villages near Oswestry. 

The mother of four, who has been a vicar’s wife for nearly 30 years, said ever since she 
was in her 20s she felt a call on her life to do more to serve the church. 

But it was not until her children were older that she considered the possibility of ordi¬ 
nation. She began training just over six years ago and now she has been appointed as new 
rector of St John the Baptist church, Whittington, with St Michael, West Felton, and St 
Chad, Haughton, having previously worked at St. Mary’s Eastham, Wirral. 


The 52 year-old said she once knew a vicar 
who described his call to the ministry as 
‘The Great Adventure’ and said this has 
become her experience too. 

Sarah has moved to the area from Chester 
and has been the rector for about three 
months. 

She said everyone has been welcoming to 
her family and she is enjoying getting to 
know people and learning about their needs. 

She enjoys the way that her work brings 
her into contact with all ages. She has expe¬ 
rience of working with children and is inter¬ 
ested in finding ways to encourage younger 
people and families into village churches. 
Before becoming a rector she was an educa¬ 
tional tutor working with children with 
challenging behaviour. 

And she hasn’t always believed in God. 

She said: “I had a very happy and ordinary 
childhood but at the age of 13 I began to 
wonder what the purpose of life was. 

“I began to wonder if God was real and if 
so whether he could make a difference in my 
life. So I began to pray, something I’d never

done before, and I said ‘If you’re there God 
please help me.’

She said: “I have come into it later in life 
but there is always time to make new begin¬ 
nings.”

Secretive roe deers' 
fascinating biology 


HERE’S a New Year’s quiz for all you budding 
zoologists out there. Without looking at the 
picture, which Shropshire mammal can be 
associated with the following biological 
terms? Artiodactyl, embryonic diapause and 
PAG? 

It is a large, yet rarely seen creature, and I’ve only 
glimpsed it a handful of times in the county. The last time 
was on a walk up Rodney’s Pillar, in the Breidden Hills, 
South of Shrewsbury. 

Walking down the path, a steep descending slope to the 
right, a sharp rise on the left, a hefty presence made itself 
known to me. 

Ascending the slope, it crashed through the thick bushes 
and appeared on the path ahead, in clear view. 

Two adult roe deer stood, blinking back at me in the early 
morning mist. A glorious sight.. .but back to embryonic dia¬ 
pause et al. 

The roe deer is an extra ordinary artiodactyl (even-toed 
hoofed mammal) because it is the only one to exhibit the 
phenomenon of delayed implantation (embryonic dia¬ 
pause). 

I’ve mentioned this wonder before, in badgers, but roe 
deer take it one step further. 

Prime condition 

The rut takes place in late July and after the doe is mated, 
the embryo travels to the uterus, but floats there, remain¬ 
ing in the ‘blastocyst’ stage (a tiny collection of 30 cells); 
thus begins the embryotic diapause period. 

Unlike those of other species (including those using 
delayed implantation), the un-implanted embryo controls 
its own growth in the uterus. 

The strategy roe deer females adopt is very clever. During 
the mating season, they are in prime condition as well as 
being at their most fertile. 

They continue to find good food reserves through the 
summer and into the autumn. Meanwhile the embryo or 
embryos make very little demands of her. 

Now, during the winter, the blastocyst is genetically pro¬ 
grammed to reactivate and grows rapidly by sending a mes¬ 
sage to the mother using a protein called PAG (pregnancy 
associated glycoprotein). 

This starts a cascade of hormones, allowing the embryo 
develop, for those interested, the blastocyst’s layer of outer¬ 
most cells are called trophoblast cells, and are attracted to 
the uterus wall, later becoming the placenta.

From now on, the embryos in the wombs of our roe deer 
grow as usual until birth in late May or early June. Again, the 
deer are given the best strategy for a successful start in life by 
being brought into their bright new world at the warmest and 
richest time of the year. 

Complicated tactics have evolved all over the animal king¬ 
dom, to combat the difficulties in birth and early life but per¬ 
haps no marvel is greater within the life-cycle of our 
mammals, than that which transpires in the bodies of our shy 
and secretive artiodactyls.

Back when steam ruled the rails 


THESE pictures will bring back 
many memories of Oswestry’s hey¬ 
day as a railway town, although in 
fact the main picture (far right) was 
taken in June 1962 when the sun 
was setting on the town’s illustrious 
role which had been such a key part 
of its history for generations. 

They are featured in a new book, “West¬ 
ern Branch Lines”, which showcases the 
pictures of David Soggee, who worked for 
British Railways and so was able to travel 
around the country cheaply due to his 
railwayman’s concessionary travel. 

All the photos in the book were taken in the 
1950s and 1960s during the last years of the 
steam era and many of the stations and loca¬ 
tions depicted have long since changed beyond 
recognition, many being totally erased from 
the landscape as a result of line closures during 
the Beeching period. 

Mr Soggee had a particular interest in 
branch lines and was able to record many of 
them before they disappeared. 

The captions to the photos have been writ¬ 
ten and researched by Michael Welch of 
Burgess Hill in West Sussex. 

Here is his description of the picture on the 
far right.

station, in June 1962, showing a rather dirty 
4300 Class Mogul' No. 7313 taking water while 
working a train to Welshpool. 

“The route towards Welshpool was brought 
into use as far as Pool Quay on May 1, 1860, 
and the remaining section on to Welshpool was 
opened on August 14, 1860. The line from 
Ellesmere opened on July 27,1864. 

Summer 

“The summer 1962 timetable reveals that 
the Whitchurch to Welshpool line had a poor 
local service of around eight trains each way on 
weekdays, but these were bolstered by a num¬ 
ber of holiday trains on summer Saturdays. 
The service lasted until January 18, 1965. 

“In times past Oswestry was an important 
railway centre, being located on the main 
goods artery from South Wales to Merseyside 
and also on the route from the Welsh coast to 
centres in the north of England. 

“The town became the nerve centre of the

Cambrian Railway’s operations and, in addi¬ 
tion to the six-road engine shed, a locomotive 
repair works was constructed, plus carriage 
and wagon shops. Trains to and from Blodwell 
quarry continued to pass through the closed 
station until 1988.” 

Of another picture in the book he writes: 
“The first railway line to reach Oswestry was 
the short 2.5 miles long branch from Gobowen, 
which opened on December 23, 1848, and in 
this illustration GWR 6400 Class 0-6-0PT No. 
6403 is seen waiting in the bay platform at the 
north end of Oswestry station in June 1962 
with a Gobowen train. 

“Trains on this line originally ran into a sep¬ 
arate station in the town, but this was closed 
in July 1924 and services diverted to the for¬ 
mer Cambrian Railway station which had been 
enlarged by the GWR. 

“The train comprises one non-corridor sub¬ 


urban coach and a main line corridor vehicle. 
A shuttle service operated between Oswestry 
and Gobowen, where connections were made 
with trains on the main line from Chester to 
Shrewsbury, and in the mid-1950s the public 
timetable listed almost two dozen trains 
between the two stations. 

“The principal station building was for¬ 


merly the headquarters of the Cambrian Rail¬ 
way and still survives at the time of writing.”

Meanwhile, Sport grades have additional 
ambient lighting, alloy pedals, cruise control, 
leather gear shift, multi-function steering 
wheel, parking sensors, privacy glass, 240W 
premium audio system, boot-mounted sub¬ 
woofer and USB port for MP3 players. 

Top-grade GT models are equipped with full 


leather upholstery and heated front seats, 
panoramic glass roof, HID Xenon headlights, 
hands-free phone, automatic headlights and 
wipers over and above the Sport grade. GT 
models are available with DVD Satellite Navi¬ 
gation. Sport grade cars are expected to be most 
popular, making up 60 per cent of total sales. 

Outwardly the CR-Z has a unique appearance 
but it is the cabin that impresses with an 
appealing, futuristic look, yet it’s easy to get to 
grips with. Backlit dials are striking and are 
easy to read, and there are simple control pods. 

The two-part rear screen is the biggest failing 
and just doesn’t seem right to me, restricting

rear mirror view but the view ahead is fine and 
the seating position comfortable and easily 
adjusted. 

There’s an agile feel about this Honda 
thanks to highly responsive steering and sus¬ 
pension that keeps body movement to a mini¬ 
mum. It grips well and is an absolute pleasure 
to drive. The hybrid powertrain and start/stop 
system are impressively smooth and the 
gearshift is typically Honda. 

The CR-Z is well priced and the hybrid pow¬ 
ertrain gives average fuel economy of 56.5mpg. 
The company car driver will be happy too as tax 
bills will be low, thanks to C02 emissions of just 
117g/km. 

Every CR-Z comes with a full array of safety 
kit with front, side and curtain airbags, as well 
as active front head restraints. 

Up front there’s plenty of space but the rear 
seat is just not practical for an adult with very 
little leg or headroom. 

The boot is smaller than many competitors, 
but the rear seats do fold flat to create more 
space. It failed the golf club test miserably, 
though.

Mini ventures into India 
market for first time

MORE THAN 50 years after the original Mini 
was launched the famous British brand is 


about to go on sale in India for the first time. 

The New Mini is being unveiled to the public at the 
Delhi Motor Show ahead of sales which are due to start 
in March. 

Heading up Mini India is Benjamin Negal who reck¬ 
ons the iconic car will be a big hit. He said: “Many peo¬ 
ple in India have heard of the Mini but they have not 
been able to buy one before.” 

The company announced plans to launch the brand 
last September and Negal said that Mini already has 
50,000 Facebook fans in India. “There is still some edu¬ 
cating to do in terms of what Mini is all about - pre¬ 
mium cars are generally perceived as large here.” 

He added: “We are not making any predictions on 
numbers but there is no direct competition to the Mini 
in terms of the small premium segment, there is no 
Audi A1 or Mercedes A-class. 

“People are making comparisons with the VW Beetle 
and the Fiat 500 but the Mini is very different to them 
and with the convertible there are no other four-seaters 
around that come anywhere near the price of the Mini.” 

Orders for the Mini were being taken at the show and 
it is planned to introduce the hatch, Countryman and 
Convertible. Negal expects the Countryman to be the 
biggest seller. “It has the practicality that many people 
will like,” he added. 

BMW-owned Mini will not be using its parent com¬ 
pany’s dealerships in India. Negal said that three solus 
sites have been set up in New Delhi and Mumbai, 
although they are with existing BMW partners. 

“We will see how the market reacts and we will start 
looking at other cities such as Chennai, Bangalore and 
Pune.”

The Peugeot 107 range also offers even 
better value than ever; with Peugeot’s 
innovative Just Add FuelTM personal 
finance package, buyers can drive it away 
with three years’ fully comprehensive 
insurance (available from 25 years of 
age), three years’ warranty, three years’ 
servicing and three years’ roadside assis¬ 
tance, ah for a single fixed monthly pay¬ 
ment (the Peugeot 107 is zero-rated for 
vehicle excise duty). 

More than 650,000 Peugeot 107s have 
been produced since 2005, and the latest 
107 arrives next month.

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Mercedes AMG beast 
reclaiming epic title 


THE word epic is probably overused 
these days - and most of the time 
the context in which it Is used lacks 
the gravitas that it deserves. 

Step into the world of the CLS63 AMG, 
though, and you remember what the word 
is there for. 

For a start, it’s just about five metres long 
and, fitted with AMG wheels and body styling, 
it’s a beast. 

Yes the saloon boot is huge, and yes it’s a 
practical and safe Mercedes, but there are more 
than a few exterior touches - cue four exhausts 
through which the most breathtaking noise 
escapes - that really get the juices flowing. 

The AMG division has always prided itself on 
making its cars sound incredible. 

The 6.2-litre naturally-aspirated V8 engine, 
one of the best-sounding ever made and still 
available in the C63 AMG and SLS AMG, has 
been replaced by a 5.5-litre twin-turbocharged 
unit. 

It’s technically for the sake of emissions and 
fuel economy, both of which have been 
improved a lot by the switch, but the bottom 
line when you tick the option box marked ‘AMG 
Performance Package’ is that power stands at 
550bhp, along with an incredible 800NM of 
torque - that’s 5901b.ft in old money. As stan¬ 
dard the figures are 518bhp and 5161b.ft. 

The noise is equally amazing. Inside the car 
the occupants, up to four people, hear a muted 
V8 rumble. 

But anyone outside it - especially behind it - 
is treated to a thunderously loud, effortlessly 
deep and gloriously exciting cacophony from 
the exhausts, punctuated by pops and crackles 
when the driver lifts off the throttle. 

It’s less hard-edged than that of the older 6.2, 
but boy is it still a noise to be celebrated. 

The model I tested had been kitted out with 
an astonishing amount of options, some of

which make more sense than others. The AMG 
Performance package is great, but expensive at 
around £6,500, while the paint alone, from the 
special ‘designo’ catalogue, costs £4,500. 

It’s lovely, but not that different from stan¬ 
dard metallic to untrained eyes. 

In fact, this car, which costs more than 
£80,000 to begin with, had a total of £26,000 
worth of extras, taking the final asking price 
comfortably into six figures. 

It’s really got to justify those kinds of num¬ 
bers, so let’s start with performance. 

If you have a disused airfield handy, the per¬ 
formance is, well, epic. 

Even if the tarmac is dry, in temperatures 
around freezing the rear wheels will spin if you 
push the throttle hard. 

Keep it pinned and you’ll get violent and 
relentless acceleration, right up to a point at 
Autobahn-only speeds where your fear

reflexes overtake your willpower, or you hit the 
155mph speed limiter. 

Inside the cabin it’s good news for whoever 
wrote the cheque, because the build quality 
and standard of materials is outstanding; thor¬ 
oughly worthy of an £80,000 car. 

Almost infinitely adjustable heated and 
cooled leather seats are an optional extra well 
worth going for. 

As far as luxurious places to sit go, the 
CLS63 with its leather-trimmed dashboard 
and suede-covered pillars, is up there with the 
finest. 

But amid all this desperately desirable lux¬ 
ury, it’s still a practical Mercedes. 

The COMAND multimedia system is among 
the easiest and most enjoyable to use, even if 
the menu tabs do look a little dated. 

The ride is generally good, given the size of 
the wheels. It doesn’t like sharp bumps, such

as sunken manhole covers, but at high speed 
its not inconsiderable weight is controlled 
really very well. Thankfully the brakes are 
also top performers. 

Leg room for rear passengers is as abun¬ 
dant as they could wish for this side of a long- 
wheelbase S-Class limousine. It’s a 
thoroughly comfortable environment to relax 
in while the lucky driver enjoys him or herself. 

The boot will swallow four people’s luggage 
greedily, whether it’s golf clubs or suitcases. 

The thing is, with such a well-equipped car 
packed with options as this one is, any short¬ 
falls are obvious. 

The standard stereo unit is good, but it 
somehow lacks the punch to match the visual 
and accelerative impacts the car makes. 

Better to upgrade to the Harman Kardon 
system, which with a few tweaks among the 
settings offers top-drawer sound quality. 

Everything about the CLS63 AMG is epic. 
From the way its huge presence and 
(optional) real carbon-fibre body detailing

grab attention to the noise it makes, the gadg¬ 
ets it boasts and the sense of absolute quality it 
purveys, there are few more satisfying cars to 


No car of this size has any right to be this 
much fun while also being classy, prestigious 
and dignified. 

In summary, it’s like a meal at one of London’s 
celebrity chef-led restaurants. 

Very pricey, with tear-jerkingly expensive add¬ 
ons, but after all is said and done and you’re 
digesting the experience, you could never say it 
was poor value.
